thereafter unavailable for interrogation. ^ J therefore called Identity One 

by telephone in Munich, after learning^hi whpreabouts by telephoning 
Identity One’s wife, and told him that?^ .J had bepn ^sked to arrange 
for a visit to him by an American who had come to ,j throuE^ the unknown 

American official v/ith whom T /had spoken in Bonn. Q ! added that 

it was his personal impression that ""the people concerned were serious about 
wanting to see him and that/^ J thought that Identity One should think, 

carefully about it, that there was certainly nothing to lose. Identity One 
replied that the development came at an extremely awlcward moment for him, since 
he was engaged in the negotiations which he had previously mentioned, but 
V *7 assured him that it was not a matter of hours, that the mem, in any 

c^e, was to go to South Germany during the coming week and could visit 
Identity One after his return home. Identity One still showed some reluctance 
and asked whether f 3 really thought that anything would come out of it 

for him, to which f replied with a strong affirmative. Identity One 

then said that he wbuia call f J with a definite answer on the evening 

of the 27 th or the morning of^the 2bth.
